National PTA against commercialism 


INDIANAPOLIS (AP) — The National PTA Con- 
vention voted Tuesday to support legislation that 
would prohibit businesses from forcing students to 
view advertising ns a condition of receiving dona- 
tions. 

The resolution did not deal specifically with Chan- 
nel One, a controversial 12-minute daily news pro- 
gram that includes two one-minute commercials. 
However, the program was mentioned in debate. 

To obtain Channel One, schools sign a contract 
that loans them free color televisions, a satellite dish 
and two vidcocosscttc recorders for the life of a con- 
tract as long as the program is aired in its entirety, in- 
cluding commercials. 

The resolution adopted Tuesday says that dona- 
tions of the equipment should not be ofTcred on the 
condition that students view advertising. It urged 
state and federal legislation to bar the practice. 


Some delegates argued^that newspapers have ad- 
vertising and are viewed in the schools, but others ar- 
gued that no one wa.s forcing .students tq read those 
ads or watch commercials on other television sta- 
tions. 

“The operation, by selection of program content, 
could wield a great deal of influence on the minds of 
youngsters who don’t have the option of turning to 
an alternative channel. or turning the set off," said 
Sharon Voliva, a delegate from Dolton. III. “ rhe 
commercialism is much more damaging than the 
commercials.”

Relief efforts slowed

7.3 to 7.7 on the Richter scale hit 
Iran. Many of the reported 360 nfler- 
shocks have hampered rescue opem- 
tions. 1 

Interior Minister Abdullah Nouri, 
who supervised relief opemtions, 
told a news conference that an accu- 
rate casualty count was not yet pos- 
sible. He said 99 percent of the bod- 
ies have been recovered in round- 
the-clock operations by local res- 
cuers, backed by foreign relief teams 
and sniffer dogs 

Tlic official Islamic Republic 
News Agency said 171 planeloads 
of relief supplies had arrived by 
Tuesday from more than 26 coun- 
tries, including some of Iran's bitter- 
est foes.

When.th^ took off, he said, “you would 
reach up with yoiir left aim and pull a trig- 
ger, end that would release the book and you 
would just fall offinto space,” he'said. 

“It was a great deal of fun." 


The only Spairowhawk in existence today 
is in the Smithsonian Institution, and it was 
put together out of spore parts, so the even- 
tual recovery of the small planes will be of 
particular interest to aviation historians. 

However, Sanders said that it will be 
some time before a recovery effort i.s mount- 
ed because scientists will want to study a 
few small bits of debris retrieved by the Sea 
Cliff to determine the condition of the dirigi- 
ble and the planes.

And yet ... the^ret behind the 
Mandeb mystique tantalized. 

Then a window opmed — one n>- 
vealing moment when Nelson Man- 
dela took on the President of the 
United States toe to toe. . 

George Bush, reading a spcechwrit- 
er's words in the sun-sploshed Rose 
Garden, warned Mandeb against vio- 
lence toward the South African goy- 
emment. He advised Mandeb to imi- 
bte Martin Luther King Jr.’s passive 
resistance. 

Mandeb’s rebuke was electric. He 
suggested politely that Bush didn’t 
dig realily (“he h^ not yet been prop- 
erly briefed by us^). If the South 
Afncan govenunent kept taJldngj 


Then 
Mandeb’s slow, powerful voice filled 
the Rose Garden with a leonine bel- 
low:

acres of wetlands along the Twin Falls Canal Co.’s 
main caiial where water will be diverted over the 
canyon rim to a power hou.se on the Snake River. 

The project will require work along the 1.3 mile 
stretch of the canal and will afTcct about 8.5 acres of 
wetlands dominated by cattails and bulrushes.' 

Tlie wetland is habitat for deer, cormorants, geese 
and songbirds. When the area is restored, the utility 
plans to include trees and shrubs. 

Idaho Power also will restore about 22 acres of 
.sagebrtisli and gra.s.sland that will be affected by the. 
construction. 

Tlie mitigation, work will begin when the canal 
work is finished in the spring of 1992.

F. LaMarr Hcyrend and Zanc 
Nelson diagnosed Odiaga u.s manic 
depressive in 1984 and prescribed 
the drug Lithium to help control the 
mood swings from the condition. 
Tliosc who suffer from the malady, 
also known o.s bipolar .illness, can 
swing from intense elation to deprc.s- 
sion and anger, as well as psychotic 
states, delusions and hallucinptipns.. 

Records show lie entered the psy- 
chiatric ward of Boise’s Veterans 
Administration Medical Center for 
10 days in 1986. He also entered an 
alcohol and drug tredmient program 
at the hospital. 


Nelson formally ended his associa- 
tion with Odiaga in a November 
1986 letter to 4th District Judge A. 
Richard Grant, who. had sentenced 
the postal worker to counseling ond 
one year's probation for rcckle.ss 
driving. 

‘T believe that he continues to 
have .some bipolar problems and 
when he is cither a depressive slate 
or a manic state, alcohol becomes a 
severe problem," Nelson said in Ute 
letter. ‘•Consequently, I hope that 
some follow-through is established 
through The _yA_ bccau.se of_lbis 
’ man’s neVd!"' 

But Odioga was arre.slcd in 
November 1987 and later pleaded 
guilty to. drunken driviDg..,Hls.driv-.

Alcoholism Intervention Services, a 
private treatment center. 

Odiaga 's parents have declined to 
.comment.

Odiaga's neighbors said they did

Sheriff says Oregon couple gunned down by strangers 


PENDLETON. Ore. (AP) — A

Investigators believe the couple, 
who were in their 60s. died Sunday 
evening from multiple gunshot 
wounds. Carey and District Attorney 
Dave Gallahcr were awaiting the rc- 
sult.s of nutopsie.s being performed 
today. 

"We're trying to makesome sense 


of it.” Corey said. "Wc'vc got u re- 
construction expert from the Oregon 
Stale Police who's going' over the 
road scene bul it will take him some 
time 10 figure it out. Wc'rc going to 
be putting a whole lot of i^cccs to- 
gether.” 

Carey, who met with members of 
the Meyers family Tuesday morn- 
ing. said olTlcials have ruled out a 
double suicide.

Officials fight state 
lotteries on games 


WASHINGTON (AP) — A' 
host of professional sports figures 
lined up Tuesday in support of 
congressional legislation aimed 
at thwarting state-sponsored lot- 
teries based on big-league gomes. 

NFL Commissioner Paul 
Tagliabuc and top-ranking execu- 
tives of Major League Baseball 
and the NBA said such belting 
would, compromise . the. inlcgrity_ 
of their sports. 

The subject of the Senate Judi- 
ciary subcommittee hearing’ was 
legislation that would prohibit 
states from "sponsoring or oper- 
ating any betting or gambling 
-schi^e based directly or indirect- 
ly on the gaihcs of profcssioiial' 
.sports organizations.” 

Lobbying for such legislation 
bos gained impetus in the woke 
of the Oregon’s establishment of 


pro sports lottery and the 
prospect many other states will 
follow suit. The NBA is involved 
in a federal court suit designed to 
stop that lottciy, 

Tagliabuc noted that the VlFL 
constitution prohibits any league 
involvement with state .lotteries. 
And he said they "would intensi- 
fy cynicjsm wi th respect to ' the 
outcome of NFL games andlilti-, 
mntely threaten the integrity of 
the NFL's product.” 

'To allow bets on NFL gomes 
to be placed at every newsstand, 
in every comer grocery store and 
at every supermarket checkout 
counter and gas station," he said, 
“would change foreve r — an d for 
the worse — the- way our gojnes 
arc perceived."

Innovative program builds trust in students

“The whole idea is to help, kids 
jeam they can trust and share and 
set goals and ^e risks," said Jim 
Moll, the center’s director.

The center is the only one of its 
kind in Michigan. Moll said. The 
concept evolved in 1983, vyhen 
Moll and Groves Principal Robert 
Lentz scribbled ideas for two class- 
es on a napkin'in a coffee shop as 
they were returning from a confer- 
ence in Illinois.

Many quick maturing vegetables 
con be planted a second or even 
third time to extend the harvest later 
(a the summer and fall. 

By making additional plantings 
^ you can have beets, lettuce, spinach 
•and .other vegetables fresh finm the 
garden in August and September. 
• Normally these early matunng veg- 
etables arc gone by the end of July. 

I moke a one-fool square planting 
; of radishes every two weeks so 1 can 
hove fresh radishes all summer. I 



plant beets ond spinach three times 
at one month intervals. Om addi- 
tional planting of lettuce and carrots 
in July is normally ertougb to extend 
the hiuvcst over most of the season. 

A second planting of peas can be 


made in late July for late September 
harvest. Other vegetables which can 
be planted during the sununcr in- 
clude kohlrabi, turnips, Chinese cab- 
bage and Chinese cclciy (Bok 
Choy). 

All of the above . vegetables con 
suffer from the/ heat during the 
hottest part of the summer. .Howev- 
er. because of cool night tempera- 
tures all of them con be grown in the 
Magic Valley if they rccciyc ade- 
quate water. If planted on the cast
